The ex-governor, however, will 
not, it is thought, participate in the 
convention, but just take a general view 
of how things are working from the out- 
side. "Colonel James D. Brady, it is 
learned, will also act as a spectator and 
take no active part in the convention. 


The republican state convention was 
called to order in the Academy of Music 
to-day at 12 o'clock by ex-Senator Wm. 
Mahone, who made a speech of three- 
quarters of an hour, which was devoted 
almost entirely to the negro and state 
debt questions. At the conclusion of 
his speech a resolution was adopted to 
take a rec^ until 4 o'clock this after- 
noon in order to aUow the several dis- 
tricts to get together to name their com- 
mittees.

The men. who 
foil in defense of our natiou'fl flag woro 
horoeB, grander than any country over 
produced, and timo cannot dim their 
brave deeds or cause us to forget ,the 
tutcrifloes they made for us. 


Indiana's record in the war wan a 


glorious one. In 1860 ahe had a popu- 
lation of only 1,360,000, and yet nhe 
flent 200,000 soldiers to the war; 2,500 of 
ttiese were alain in battle and tlionsande 
of others died of wounds received in 
battle. The name and place of death of 
each, printed with indellible ink upon 
iridestraotible parchment, were placed 
beneath the corner-stone ol tho monu- 
ment, and the names of all who enlisted 
were there also. 


The troops furnished by the state 


took part in more than 300 battles. 
Indiana boasts that its Seventh regiment 
was the Orst to open fire upon the en- 
emy at Fhiljippi, June 3, 1861, that the 
first man slain by the Confederates in 
battle was William T. Gerard, of the 
Ninth Indiana, and that the last Union 
ebldier tolled was John J. William*, of 
Dompauy B, Thirty-fourth Indiana, al 
Palmetto Ranch, May 21, 18G5. Ann
